NOTE:  Students  who  take  combination  graduate  and  undergraduate  courses  will  pay  for 
graduate  courses  according  to  the  abovel  schedule,  and  undergraduate  courses  according 
to  the  schedule  listed  in  the  undergraduate  catalog.  In  no  case  will  the  fees  and  tuition 
for  such  a  student  exceed  those  charged  for  a  full-time  graduate  student. 

After  a  graduate  student  has  completed  his  registration,  it  cannot  be  changed  without 
approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Graduate  School.  The  adjustment  will  originate  in  the  office 
of  the  Director,  and  the  change-of-course  must  have  the  approval  of  the  student's  advisor  and 
the  Director.
